The statistician of the Dominion 
Labor Department continues to 
dispense cheerfulness among those 
and fixed in- 
comes, and whose incomes do not 
depend directly upon the sale of 
farm produce. He announces that 
at the beginning of June the aver- 
age weekly cost of food for a fami- 
ly of five in Canada was $11.16, 
against $12.35 a month  befere; 
though it still stood fifty pr cent 
higher than when the war threw 
the producing and marketing ma- 
chinery out of gear and sent prices 
skyward. A drop of nearly ten 
per cent in a month is'a real rate 
of discount, and the saving of 
more than a dollar per week on 
the family food bill will make a 
good deal of difference to a large 
number of people under present 
conditions, 

It is to be feared that the farm 
er will not be able to join the 
town wage-earner in celebrating 
the reduction, for most of it is 
at the farmer’s expense, and af- 
fects products out of which he 
claims that he can make little or 
nothing under present conditions. 
Half the drop is credited to the 
fact that the bottom fell out of the 
butter market and let that ecom- 
modity down at the rate of twenty 
cents per pound in the month, 
eggs, cheese, beef, pork and other 
similar products shrunk in value 
to an extent that accounts for 
most of the remaining reduction 
in the living cost. Which is to 
say that the downward trend in 
food prices has been pretty well
